seven contract flying schools like 
this one, and the A ir Force plans 
to reduce the number to five, pro­ 
bably effective at the end of the 
next fiscal vear. Ju ly I 1958 
According to information from 
Washington, 
the decision as 
to 
which schools w ill be closed is to 
be based on cost of operation and 
efficiency ratings. Last year, Hon­ 
do was at the bottom of the rat­ 
ings list, but has made substan­ 
tial improvement during the past 
year, and is now in the middle 
group. It is currently flying stu­ 
dents at the lowest cost per flying 
hour, and has good total cost fig­ 
ures at this time. Local officials 
are trying to 
present 
up-to-date 
statistics for the guidance of those 
A ir Force officers who will make 
the decision, perhaps Wednesday 
afternoon, (Sept. 18). 
In the event that the remaining 
program is discontinued, 
Texas 
Aviation 
Industries 
w i l l 
seek 
maintenance and repair contracts 
with the A ir Force. If these can 
be obtained, there would be con­ 
tinued operations with most of the 
same personnel that 
have been 
assembled and trained over 
the 
past few years. 
Judge A. II. Rothe, 
Mayor T. 
B. Knopp, and 
members of the 
Hondo city council and Air Field 
Properties commission were busy 
Wednesday morning making plans 
to telephone all officials who could 
help 
in 
presenting the current 
facts about operations at Hondo, 
and to explain other reasons why 
continued H.A.B. operation would 
be in the best interests of the 
government. 


Below is a copy of the telegram 
sent by M ayor T. B. Knopp to con­ 
gressmen of Texas, and to Gover­ 
nor Price Daniel. 


I am advised the Secretary 
of 
the A ir Force is considering re­ 
commendations to eliminate Hon­ 
do A ir Base as an A ir Force P r i­ 
m ary 
Contract 
Flying 
School. 
There are now 7 schools of this 
type. Hondo has excellent facili­ 
ties such as dual runways capable 
of accommodating 
jet 
aircraft, 
excellent taxiways, and an abund­ 
ance of parking 
apron; 
all 
of 
which represents substantial in­ 
vestments. Buildings 
are excel­ 
lent and include 8 new permanent 
type 
buildings 
housing 
student 
pilots. These new buildings have 
only been occupied 
for 
approxi­ 
mately 30 days. 


Air space at Hondo is not con­ 
gested and no airw ays cross Hon­ 
do, providing safe training areas 
for students. Randolph Field, the 
headquarters for ATC and F T A F , 
is located 55 air miles from Hon­ 
do, providing a minimum cost of 
communication 
and 
transpor­ 
tation between 
the 
school and 
headquarters. 
Medina County and Hondo have 
long been in a drought area and 
closing the school w ill result in 
serious economic problems, This 
school has highly trained and ex­ 
perienced 
personnel. 
The 
con­ 
tractor is endeavoring to secure 
maintenance and 
overhaul 
con­ 
tracts. If this school is continued 
in operation it will give the con­ 
tractor an opportunity to secure 
maintenance .or 
overhaul 
con­ 
tracts and the ability to continue 
the employment of residents and 
citizens of the community and 
surrounding area. 


We realize that the A F must re­ 
duce flying training program and 
the number of bases now in oper­ 
ation. However, if we are able to 
keep our largest single industrial 
facility within a four county area 
alive, it would do much to m ain­ 
tain the economic stability of this 
drought stricken area. Hondo A ir 
Base is also designated as an 
evacuation base for Kelly A B and 
Medina Base. Relations between 
the contractor, the m ilitary, and 
the 
community a r e 
excellent. 
Underground 
w a t e r 
supply, 
power, and utilities are ample and 
economical. It Is requested 
that 
recommendations of the A ir Force 
for the closing of the Hondo school 
be carefully reviewed and evalu­ 
ated 
in 
comparison 
with other 
Air Force Training facilities. Any 
action on your part to investigate 
this matter and protest the clos­ 
ing of this school will be greatly 
appreciated.

Find a dove hunter and you can 
quickly organize a debate about 
open seasons. 
Fo r example, take the 
fellow 
who goes dove hunting the first 
part of the season. He gets birds, 
all report. But a lot of them are 
sm all and still have their pin­ 
feathers. That man may say they 
opened the season too early. 


Then you take the fellow who 
goes out late in the season. The 
birds are scarce because cooler 
weather has caused them to move 
south. This hunter says they open­ 
ed the season too late. 


There’s no solution in going out 
the middle part of the season. 
Everything depends on the wea­ 
ther and when the birds hatch 
These are factors over which the 
game regulation people have no 
control. 


Anyway, these 
fisher­ 
men used a stout cane pole and a 
shortish, heavy line. Fishing from 
a boat at night, in very shallow 
water right along the bank, they 
used a longshank hook baited with 
pork rind. One of their tricks was 
to run a rubber band from the eye 
of the hook to the barb, making it 
practically weedless. 


They dropped the bait out on 
shore, then pulled it in so that it 
plopped 
i n t o 
the 
inches-deep 
water. When the bass took it they 
horsed him 
right in, taking no 
chance on losing him in the brush. 


The system, with many va ria­ 
tions, w orks -- as many old-timers 
in Texas and elsewhere know very 
well.

Another thing about doves. They 
may be inclined to nest m ainly in 
the spring, but this home-making 
and young-raising is likely to go 
on through the summer and on in­ 
to the fall, 
sometimes all year 
long. So the hunter will get some 
sm all birds, no m atter what the 
season. 
The government biologists are 
studying 
all 
these 
angles, 
and 
based on what they find, there 
may be changes in dove hunting 
regulations. Perhaps the season 
will be lengthened, or the bag lim ­ 
it increased, or both. 
As it is now, the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Serv ice sets the length of 
season. That’s because the dove 
is a migratory bird, and the re­ 
gulation officials want to give the 
hunters of all states an equal 
chance for birds. As far as the 
seasons dates are concerned, the 
federals leave that pretty 
much 
up to the states. 
Add it all up 
and 
what

get is the happy fact that doves 
thrive in spite of drouth and high 
water, and that the outlook for 
dove hunters is likely to keep get­ 
ting better and better.
